Policy Number 08
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Background

Current law requires the Commission to approve al contracts for construction or recongtruction of al
highways under Commission jurisdiction. Loca governments routindy underteke projects to repair or
replace public utility equipment (water, sewer) which often require excavation and repair of theintersecting
date sysem highway. In order to diminate the need for the Commission to review and approve these utility
projects, the Commission concludesthat the publicinterest would be served by adopting apolicy deegating
the Department to review and gpprova of the loca utility projects.

Policy

1. The Department of Trangportation through the Director or hisher desgnee shdl review and
goprovedl locd government utility projectswhich impact the sate highways under Commissionjurisdiction.

2. The approvd is limited to ensuring that such projects, insofar as they require construction or
recongruction of date right-of-way, meet dl state and/or federd specifications and construction
requirements.
